No politicians 
of influence or reputation seem to have 
participated in its proceedings—except 
Mr. Kelley. The name of B. Gratz 
Brown appears in the list of vice—presi- 
dents, but @ does not otherwise appear 
from the report before us that he was 
actually present. 

The resolutions were quickly adopted. 
Mr. Kelley probably imported them 


ready-made. They assert that 
the government owes to the 


people an absolutely safe and uniform 
currency, adapted to their varying needs 
in amount, and of a value not materially 
different from that of other civilized na- 
tions; that this currency should be ade- 
quate to the business requirements of the 
country, and independeat of the actions 
of banks or other private corporations. 
Mr. Kelley’s scheme of interchangeable 
bonds is advocated. The legal money 
of the country should be received for 
customs. The resumption of specie pay- 
mentsin 1879 is pronounced impractica- 
ble and should be repealed. And lastly, 
the formation of greenback clubs is rec- 
ommended in every state to carry out 
the principles of the convention as ex- 
pressed in the resolutions. 

2xcellent as some of the resolutions of 
the convention are, yet the whole move- 
ment, which is outside of either of the 
great parties, must be written down a 
failure. It may have an influence over 
the two parties, but as an attempt be 
found a third party it will aud should 
fail. Its chief, Mr. W. D. Kelly, is 
a republican congressman. He has been a 
republican ever since there was a republi 
can party. Ifthe movement has any force 
of its own, it means a disruption of that 
party. No democrat of prominence took 
part in it—certainly no southern demo- 
crat. The democrats of the south are 
not contractionists; they have no great 
love for the national bank system; but 
all such questions they desire to have 
submiited to the congressional districts 
for a decision that will be practical and 
irresistible. When the proper time comes 
their wishes in that regard will be made 
knowa in an emphatic manner; for they 
are determined that such questions, im- 
portant as they are, shall be decided in a 
manner that will not endanger a glorious 
victory in favor of home rule and 
constitutional methods. We want no 
greenback conventions; we want no hard 
money conventions. There is no need 
of haste in these matters; and democrats 
every where should lend a hand towards 
sending them where they belong. 
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GEURGIA’S CROPS. 


Tue August report of the state de- 
parument of agriculture gives the follow- 
ing state averages : ccrn, 85; cotton, 81; 
7; sorghum, 97; sweet po- 
tatoes, 86; field peas, 92; ground peas, 
97; lice, $3; peaches, 87; grapes, 96, 
and cora forage, 89. To give the aver. 
ages of corn and cotton more. correctly 
comuiissioner Janes has separated the re- 
turos of upper Georgia from those of 
the rest of the state, with the following 
results: 

North Georgia.—Corp, 
96. 

Middle and South Georgia.— Corn 77; 
cotton 76. 

This report iacludes the first half of 
the present month, and thus cevers the 
drouthy period. The effects of the 
dry and heated term are plainly told in 
the averages of the territory south of At- 
lanta. As thisis the principal cotton. 
growing section of the state, it must be 
admitted that the July drought did re- 
duce the cotton crop about one-quarter. 
Upper Georgia has been wonderfully 
favored this season, and 
the figures of the department 
corroborate previous s‘tatements. In 
Fulton county, for example, all the crops 
are rated 100 inthe commissioner’s re- 
port. 

The latter part of the report presents 
many interesting facts. The commis 
sioner cancisely states the substance of 
numerous replies received from almost 
every county, as follows: 

1. Only 20 per cent. of the farmers pay 
cash for what they buy. 

2. Those who buy on a credit pay an 
average of 44 per cent. per annum inter- 
est on the cash prices. 

3. The farmers of Georgia pay, in in- 
terest on supplies--nearly ali of which 
can be raised on their farms—the sum of 
$4,250,000, which is more than half of 
the bonded debt of Georgia, and is 14 
per cent. of the value of the entire cotton 
crop of the state. 

4. 80 per cent. of those wno raise their 
supplies makea profit, while 75 per 
cent. of those who buy, lose. 

Toremedy this disastrous state of af- 
fairs the farmers, says Dr. Janes, must 
ceuse to buy supplies that can be raised 
on their farms. 

They must cease to buy fertilizers, ex- 
cert to supplement home manures, 
carefully husbanded under shelter. 

They must reduce their planting down 
wto a cash basis. 

They must demand such a tax upon dogs 
and such protection from their ravages as 
will enable them to raise wool and myt- 
ton, and thus utilize, almost without 
labor, their at present waste or uscless 
lands. 


We give the concluding words of the 
excellent report: 


The price at which the growing crop of 
cotton will sell, will not pay the cost of pro- 
duction to those who have purchased their 
supplies, Farmers are, therefore, urged to 
commence at once to provide against the 
leaks which are sapping their financial life- 
blood, by sowing la‘ gely of grain, and espe- 
clalty of the rust-proof oat, early in the fall; 
by carefully husbanding all the manures on 
the farm, under shelter, for use in compost- 
ing for the next season’s crops, and by tak- 
ing proper steps towards iocreasing their 
facilities for raising stock, and especially 
sheep. Under the present system, six anda 
half millioas of dollars, which should go to 
swell the annual profits of Georgia farmers, 
find their way into the pockets of others, 
mosily beyond the limits of our state, in 
consequence of the suicidal policy at pres- 
ent pursued, of buying what should be 
raised at home. Will not our farmers make 
their farms self-sustaining—taise their sup- 
plies and pocket these profits? Discard the 
old habit of boasting the numiber of acres 


planted, the number of plows run, or the 
number of bales of cotton made, and look 
well to the number of dollars of clear

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|» THE PACAGOUEA FEVER, 


_ For days and days we searched the 
Mobile and New Orleans papers in the 
hope of ascertaining the situation at 
Pascagoula, but our efforts were fruit- 
less. The papers of the two cities 
scarcely printed the name of the dread- 
ful disease, much less did! they speak of 
their favorite waterside retreat where it 
was supposed to bo raging. But 
recently our patient search was rewarded, 
for in the Picayune is an account of Dr. 
Herrick’s visit to Pascagoula, as the 
agent of the New Orleans board of 
health. 

He says the infected locality is a de- 
lightful place, near the Pascagoula river 
but elevated above it, and about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the railroad station. 
Eleven of the cases occurred on the 
premises of Dr. Bradfield, where the dis- 
ease originated. Last year a man died 
in the Bradfield house, and the mattress- 
es and counterpanes in use when he died, 
were used by Dr. Bradfield after 
he took possession fast December. 
Dr. Herrick believes the 
infection remained dormant in the bed- 
ding until the heat of the present sum- 
mer gave it renewed activity. That bed- 
ding has been burned. The disease is 
abating, and many families who ran 
away have returned. 

Dr. Herrick does not cleim that the 
disease is a swamp fever, or any thing 
but Yellow Jack, the fever of the trop- 
ics. It was probably introduced by one 
of the numerous vessels that came to Pas” 
cagoula to load with lumber for yel- 
low-fever ports. The board of health 
at New Orleans have drawn 
up a memorial urging the legislature of 
Alabama and Mississippi to adopt laws 
to protect the gulf coast from the intro- 
duction of yellow fever through foreign 
vessels. At present the small ports of 
those states have no safe guard, It must 
have entered Pascogoula in some such 
way, and nothing but an enforced isola- 
tion of that little town saves the adjacent 
cities from a destructive epidemic. 
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OUR LUNAR NEIGHBORS, 


A most remarkable discovery is report- 
ed, from the astronomical observatory, 
established by the Russian government 
several years a:o at Pamlateska, the high- 
est point with one exception on the Him- 
alayan range. For several months, a 
peculiar bright spot had been observed, 
shining from the extreme edge of the 
moon’s disk, at a point where no 
mountains break the continuity of its 
perimeter. This light suddenly di-ap- 
peared and remained invisible for nearly 
twelve months. It has lately reappeared 
in greater brilliancy than ever, and the 
immense power of the telescope attached 
to the above o)servatory, so well known 
in the scientific world, tas developed the 
fact that the light proceeds from so.we 
huge burrished substance, acting as a 
mirror, which must be at least one hun- 
dred feet in diameter. The most aston- 
ishing thing in the matter is the almost 
complete proof that this is actually a 
mirror of artificial construction, and the 
theory of the Savans at Pamlateska is, 
that it is erected for observations of a 
scientific character, principally to ooserve 
the pbases of the carth’s surface. 

It is well kmown that the immense 
height of that portion of the moon 
which is turned towards the earth, not 
only through the we!l known laws of 
gravitation, keeps that portion of her 
surface presented toward us, but also 
renders it uniohabitable. It is supposed 
that the side turned from us may haye 
an atmosphere suitable for animal life, 
and that intelligent beings, observing the 
halo of light shed around its horizon by 
reflection from the earth, may have 
taken this means to ascertain the cause, 
Some ingenious device to place a mirror 
at a height where animal life could not 
be sustained, was the result, It is hoped 
this discovery may lead to others in re 
gard to our interesting satellite.

Who Was Hermunn? 


Arminious, or Hlermann, a_ cvlossal 
statue or whom was unveiled before an 
immense multitude in presence of the 
princes of Germany and other distin- 
guished visitors last week, was prince of 
the Cherusel, a German tribe, and was 
born 16 B. C. He became a Roman citi- 
zen of the equestrian order in his youth, 
and served in the troops auxilliary to the 
Roman army on the Danube. Inthe 
year 9 3. C., he planned a successful in- 
surrection against Varus, the Noman 
commancer, and defeated his troops 
with great slaughter, Varus taking his 
own life to prevent capture, It 
was after the news of this defeat 
that the Emperor Augustus exclaimed, 
“Varus, vive me back my legions.” Ger- 
manicus in a few years marched against 
Arminius with $0,000 men, but was de- 
feated. He again attempted the subju- 
gation of Germany with 100,000 men, 
and after a severe battle was driven 
across the Rhine. The Romans never 
attempigd to cross the river again, and 
Armini@; bears the title of ‘‘Libverator of 
the German natios,” which he seems 
fully to deserve. Arminius, after driv- 
ing out the Rumans, had a ccntest with 
Matbok, chief of the Maresmanni, who 
was seeking the supreme power in the 
nation. He defeated him, and subse- 
quently was himsclf desroyed by treach- 
ery in his own family. ‘Tacitus, in his 
‘*i)e Moribus,” 1:efere to the enthusiasm 
with which the name of Arminius was 
cherished in his time, and the Liberator 
has lived in German:ongs tothis day. 
The defeat of Varus and that of Germani-. 
cus constituted two the decisive battles 
of the world, They prevented the ub- 
sorption of the German race into the 
Latin race, as the victory of Charles Mar- 
tel, at Poicters, checked the progress of 
Moorish domination in Europe. The 
Philadelphia Times says of the monument 

‘““Not even the Caesars, whose legions 
he overthrew, possessed its equal. The 
great statue, which was urveiled in the 
presence of emperor Wilhelm and a hun- 
dred thousand people, is one hundred 
feet, and standing on its lofty pedestal 
on @ high hill, will tower far above the 
Colossus of Rhodes. The latter, accord- 
ing to Pliny, who lived during its exis- 
tence, was seventy cubits high, or one 
hundred English feet, which 
is precisely the height of the giant of 
the Thuringian woods. Phidias’ greatest 
work, the Jupiter he framed for the 
Eleans, was only six feet in height. The 
greatest statue of modern times, at 
Arona, in Italy, is also only six feet in 
height. Ihe German work of art was 
designed and wrought by one man, [Jerr 
Ernest Von Bandel, who devoted be- 
tween thirty and foriy years of labor, 
mental and manual, to it, acd who has 
immortalized himself as well as his hero,”

WILLIAMS’ BANDITTI. 
flow the Attorney General Was Ter- 
rorized by His Own Tools. 


The Washington correspondent of the 
Cincinnatti Commercial, who was in 
New Orleans last January during the 
banditti outcry, and subsequently went 
on to Washington, tells some startling 
stories about how Williams’ outrage bu- 
reau was run, sometimes to his own dis- 
comfort, “‘by the veriest scoundrel” that 
ever were refused admission to decent 
men’s houses.” The correspondent think 
that Gen Sheridan had every reason to 
suppose that there was ‘‘assassination in 
the air,” if he believed a tithe of 
the stories with which Williams’ under- 
lings plied his ears. The cream of the 
story is that the attorney-gencral at 
Washington was scared almost to ceath 
by the ingenious device of one of his 
own detectives who was anxious to 
prove himself useful if not necessary. 
The Commercial correspondent  dis- 
guises this detective’s name under the 
pseudonym of Quilp, sud Quilp had 
a “‘slavey” dubbed Heap. Without 
letting his henchman into the secret, 
Quilp sent Heap to a certain locality 
on Pennsylvania avenue, where he over- 
heard a conversation between two for- 
bidding-looking ruflians, as it was 
prearranged that he should. Head gath- 
ered from this conversation that a cer- 
tain dignitary, whose name he did not 
catch, was to attend a party that night at 
the residence of Senator ——, and would 
be murdered on his way home, Heap 
hastened to tell Quilp the frightful devel- 
opments, and the latter, with a detec— 
tive’s dexterity, worked it up as a 
‘conspiracy on the lifeof Attorney-Gen- 
eral Williams. The dupe, Heap, was set 
to watch the wearisome hours away 
in the neighborhood of the senator's 
house, and towards midnight Quilp 
joined him, asking if he had seen the 
mysterious strangers lurking about, etc. 
Receiving a negative reply, they both 
tapped at the senatof’s door, called for 
the attorney general, and communicated 
to him the fearful danger in which he 
stood. ‘The correspondent proceeds: 
The great outrage manufacturer was 
aghast at the blood curdiing revelation, 
and tremdlingly inquired what must he 
do to Le saved? ‘Lhe herole Quilp sug- 
gested that instead of waiting for his 
carriage, he at once proceeded to his 
house under escortof the two tearless 
detectives. The Judge determined to 
accept the advice. Le, therefore, con- 
cealing his agitation as well as he was 
able, excused himself from the party, 
and wrapping his cloak about his stal- 
wart form, left the hospitable delights of 
the Senator’s house, and set forth to brave 
the winter’s wrath, with his protectors 
marching one-on either side of him 
with drawn revolvers, sternly resolvcd to 
sell the Jud -e’s life a dearly as possible. 
Every sorry but, every lonely tree and 
bush writhing in the sweeping biast, 
every rock and stump on the way was 
keenly scrutinized by the alarmed obj-ct 
of the hatred avd vengeance of he 
southern bandiiti whom he had so often 
summoned successfuliy to the aid of his 
party in the hour of dire poiitical need. 
There was no telling what hideous aven- 
ger might be lurking behind the 
innocent look.ng bush or tree. The 
aitorney gcnera:’s house was situated 
in that desulate region so lavishly and 
expensively unproved by the Shepherd 
ring for the beuctit of the real estate 
pool, aud being a howling wilderness, 
there was small chance of meeting on bis 
lonely way with any of the vigilant po- 


tioned in tbe sctthd part o1 the city, 
where there were life und property to 
guard. Sv great wus tue judge's agi'a- 
tion that be lost his way, and led his 
friends a merry tramp through the 
dreary unichabited wastes ia that region. 
However much I would like to teli the 
whole truth in this connection, it would 
invulve such shocking revelations that I 
forbear. 

Suilice it, that when the attorney gen- 
eral finally reached home, there were not 
lacking abundant evidences of the thor- 
ough fright he had experienced, Lean- 
ing on his gocd friend Quilp he advised 
with him as to whether he had not bet- 
ter send for a detachment of police to 
guard his house and life. It was finally 
settled, however, upon Quilp’s sugges- 
ticn, that ileap should remain in the 
house, and keep watch and ward during 
the night. This he did, and continued 
his service for some time, holding his 
solitary watch during the long night 
with a brace of loaded revolvers ready 
to his hand. This was an anxiou3, wear- 
ing time to the attorney general, and by 
its harrowing intensity added perceptibly 
to his age. Time, however, worked a 
cure, and finally the Judge’s fears died 
out, and he was re:tored once more to 
his accustomed serenity of nerve. 


This correspondent gives the following 
circumstantial details of another ‘ ‘hellish 
invention” of this detective Quilp: 


On the 4th day of January last Quilp 
gave Ileap a letter to be mailed at the 
letter box ou the corner of Ninth street 
and Pensyivania Avenue. The letter 
was not stamped, but three letters were 
given the emissary to pay the postage. It 
is quite Common, when stamps are not at 
hand, to slip the money in the letter-box 
with the letter, which is then stamped 
at the postoflice. Explicit and positive 
directions were given that the letter 
should be put ia this particular box, and 
bo other, The letter was ad 
) dressed to the Hon. Louis 

A. Wiltz, New Qricans, Louisiana Mr. 
Wiliz is, of course, remembered as 
the speaker of the conservative Louse 
which effected its organization by the 
coup d'etat of the 4th of January, and 
which was dispersed by the military on 
the same day. The letter was dated at 
Washington, and spoke in a vague, mye- 
terious way of arms that had been pur- 
chased for the Conservatives of Louisi- 
ana; ofshipments of munitions of war 
that had been made to them, and of the 
lack of funds on the part of the writer of 
the letter, who appeared to be the agent 
of the Louisianians. It went further, 
and darkly hinted of arrangements that 
had been perfected for the sudden 
taking off of the president and 
attorney-general. - The receipt of 
A. Wiltz, New Orleans, Louisiana. Mr. 
Wiltz is, of course, remembered as tbe 
funds from Wiltz was set forth, 
as were also the promises of Penn, Bil- 
lieu, and other prominent conservative 
leaders to contribute to the expense not 
only of furnishing arms and ammunition 
but also of the taking off of Grant and 
Williams. The letter was very skillfull 
drawn up. Wiltz and Penn represen 
to the excited people of the north just 
at that time the very head and front of 
the banditti of whose existence Sheridan 
had so widely telegraphed, while Billeau 
was of the same kidney, as he was the 
man who had so boldly put the motion to 
elect Wiltz speaker. The handwritin 
was that of Quilp, clumsily dis ‘ 
and the signature was that of a man who 
some two or three months viously 
had registered a3 one of the Washington 
hotels as from Louisiana. It was evidently 
Quilp’s purpose to have theleéiter captur- 
ed doubtless before it could reach Wiltz, 
whether at New Orleans, en route or be- 
fore it left Washington, can only be sur- 
mised. From the fact that such explicit 
directions were given to have it mailed 
at the letter-box mentioned 
and no other, it would seem probable 
that it was the inntention to seize it bc- 
fore it leftthe city, But there is probab- 
ly a0 thief so utterly uctrustworthy as 
the one who is set to catch a thief. The 
letter in question never saw the inside of 
any letter-bex in Christendom, and never 
got outside the city of Washing 
ton. It will readily be seen that 
its publication would have had a 
tremendous effect. It is but just to say on 
behalf of Heap that he did not know for 
some days the nature of the contents of 
the letter. For some time Quilp me

A Practical Formula. 

Commissioner Janes, in answer to re- 
peated inquiries for a formu'afor manuring 
wheat and other crops, has recommended 
the following formula: 

700 lbs. green cotion seed, 
700 lbs, uell sheltered stable ov cow manure. 
{00 lbs acid or superphosphate. 

40 lbs. muriate of potash, 

60 lbs. sulphate of ammonia. 

Spread the cotton seed snd manure in al- 
teinate layers under shelter, sprinkling each 
layer with a due proportion of acid phos- 
phate and a solution of potash and ammo- 
nia thoroughly dissolved in a suflicient 
quantity of watcr, warm if convenient, to 
hasten dec-mposition aud prevent excessive 
hea‘, 

Atter fermentation has so thoroughly set 
in as to kill the germ of the co.ton seed, cut 
down the mass verticallythrouzh all the 
layers. Shovelitintoa heap and allow it 
to remain for a week or ten days, when it 
will be ready. 

Sow broadcast at the ra e of 400 poucds 
per acre, and harrowin wheat. If applied 
ia drills one foot apart S00 pounds per acre 
will secure better results. 

In the spring, when wheat is in the boot, 
sow broadcast in wet weather, £0 pounds of 
nitrate of soda, well pulverized. 

When the cotton seed or manure is inac- 
cessible, use 1,400 pounds of the other. 

The land must be well prepared, and this 
formula is adapted to small grain and nar- 
row bladed grass. ‘This formula is worthy 
of a trial.
